AWARD 
1. TheGovernment had referred this Industrial Dispute 
for adjudication to the Trivandrum Tribunal as per Order 
No. L2-1050 /56 /DD dated 4-2-1956 and it was pending there as 
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I. D. 23/56 . Subsequently the selfsame dispute was referred to 
this Tribunal by Government Order L. Dis. 1050 /56 /DD dated 
2-5-1956. Thematters in dispute to be adjudicated between the 
parties as shown in the annexure to the order of reference are 
as follows: 
(i) Whether the present rate of pay and allowances of the 

employees should be increased , and if so to what 

extent ? 
(ii) What increment on wages should be granted to the 

workers, weightage being given for their services ? 
( iii) Whether any bonus should be given for all or any of the 

years from 1953 onwards ? Il so at what rates ? 
(iv ) Whether the employees should be given a weekly paid 

holiday ? 
(v ) Whether the employees should be granted casual leave, 

privilege leave and sick leave with pay ? If so for 

how many days ? 
(vi) Whether the Employer was justified in locking out the 

business? To what reliefs are the employees entitled 
if 
(a ) the lock out is not justifiable ? 


and 


(b ) the lock out is found justifiable ? 
2. On receipt of the order of reference I have registered it 
as I. D. 28/56 and issued summons for parties on 5-5-1956 . The 
parties entered appearance on 15-5-1956 . The records received 
from the Trivandrum Tribunal showed that the trial had not 
commenced there. So the parties were called upon to file their 
statements . The Union filed their claim statement on 15-5-1956. 
The Employer filed his counter on 23-5-1956 and the Union their 
replication on 29-5-1956. The Union had examined four wit 
nesses WW1 to WW4 and marked Exts. W1to W18. The 
Employer did not adduce any evidence. 

3. The Union s case briefly stated is this. The pay and 
allowances of the employees of the said theatre are very low and 
meagre with the result that they arenot able to make both ends 
meet. For example the basic pay per mensem of the Chief 
Operator, the booking clerk , and the gate keeper are Rs. 55, 
RS. 10, and Rs. 10 respectively with a monthly allowance of 
Rs. 10. The basic pay of the peon is only Rs. 5 with an allowance 
of Rs. 5. The Theatre may easily be classified under " B " class. 
Themonthly paid staff are only ten in number . The workers 
were continuously demanding an increase of pay , allowances and 
other amenities for the last three years but the management 
would not yield . The workmen presented a charter of demand 
on 3. 10-1955 but lo no purpose. The Union was compelled to 
take up thematter and they in turn formulated all the demands 
and presented it to the management on 19-10-1955 to which the 
Employer replied on 3-11-1955 stating that he is unable to 
concede any of them as the business is running at a loss. Copies 


of the demands were sent to the Labour Officer and the Assistant 
Labour Commissioner at Alleppey. The Labour Officer accom 
panied by the Union representatives went to Kalavoor and met 
the employer but it was ofno avail. The Employer was enraged 
and he resorted to victimising the innocent work on by unfair 
labour practices. To crowa all on 7-11-1955 he served 
notices of closure on the Union and Labour Department. 
The Labour Officer held two conciliation conferences 
without success . At last the Assistant Labour Commis 
sioner proposed to hold a conference on 1-12-1955. When the 
notice of the conference was served on the Employer, he 
immediately locked out the theatre even before the expiry of 
the notice period , throwing the employees to the wolves. The 
AssistantLabour Commissioner convened stillanother conference 
on 7-12-1955 which also failed due to the uncompromising 
attitude of the Employer. Finding no way out the dispute was 
referred to the Trivandrum Tribunal on 4-2-1956 . In the mean 
while the employer won over all the workmen except Chief 
Operator , one booking clerk and one gate keeper who were 
active members of the Union and with a depleted staff reopened 
the theatre on 14-3-1956 on a false pretext of lease to another 
person. 

The employees were forced to sign a statement 
denouncing the Union and the three workmen above referred to 
were alone kept out. On these grounds the Union urged that 
they should be granted the following reliefs ( 1) To increase the 
basic pay of the chief operator from Rs. 55 to Rs. 75 (2) To fix 
the basic pay of all the other employees to Rs. 40 (3) To 
increase the allowance in accordance with the increase of pay 
(4) To grant yearly increment in proportion to the service put 
in (5 ) To pay bonus for the years 1953. 1954 , and 1955 at the 
rate of 25 % of the total earnings (6 ) To grant the employees 
weekly paid holiday and (7) to grant the employees 12 days 
sick leave, 12 days privilege leave and 12 days casual leave with 
pay in an year . 

4. The contentions of SriG. Sankara Kurup briefly stated 
are these. The reference made by Government is bad in law 
and is therefore unsustainable. Sri G. Sankara Kurup is only 
the owner of the building in which the cinema is conducted and 
that he has nothing to do with the running of the show . As 
such there is no employer-employee relationship between the 
workmen involved in this dispute and himself. He also urged 
that one Sri G.Kumara Kurup, Girija Mandiram ,Kalavoor took 
on lease the above said building from him on 14-12-1950 with a 
view to equip it with the necessary machinery to carry on the 
cinema business and the entire equipment belongs to him . 
Sri G.Kumara Kurup is therefore the proprietor of the business 
who employed the workmen under him . On these grounds he 
"submitted that he is not a necessary party to this adjudication at 
all and prayed for a finding to that effect. The Union in their 
replication filed on 29-5-1956 traversed in the main the conten 
tion raised by Mr. Sankara Kurup . They allirmed once again 
that Mr. Sankara Kurup is the proprietor of the Manorama 
Theatre , Kalavoor and that he had taken part in that capacity 
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in conciliation conferences convened by the labour authorities 
on the very same issues prior to the adjudication ; that the 
alleged lessee Sri G. Kumara Ku up is his owri son-in -law; that 
Sri Sankara Kurup is estopped from contending that he is not 
the proprietor on his own conduct and that this contention is 
only a ruse to circumvent the provisions of law and that being 
so it has to be repelled as devoid of truth and contrary to facts. 
The Union solemnly affirms to prove their case to the hilt . 

5. When the case came up for arguments on 11-1-1957 both 
parties expressed their willingness to compose their differences. 
Accordingly the following compromise petition was drawn up , 
signed in my presence and filed in Court. As it should form 
part of the records in the case it is verbatim extracted below :

AWARD . 
This is a complaint under Section 33- A of the Industrial 
Disputes Act, 1947, filed by one Sri K. V. Kunju Kunju , a driver 
in The Swaraj Motors Ltd., against the Managing Director, The 
Swaraj Motors Ltd., Kottayam . His case is that he was a 
driver of two years standing in the Bus Service run by the 
opposite party, and for no fault of his and without any valid 
ground, he was suspended from service. The Opposite Party 
did this during the pendency of Adjudication proceedings in 
Adjudication No. 52 of 1953 in which both the Management and 
workmen including this complainant were concerned . The 
Opposite Party having altered to his prejudice the conditions 
of service , without the permission of the Tribunal before whom 
the main dispute was peading has contravened Section 33 and 
.hence is liable under Section 33 A of the Act. 

The Opposite Party , the Managing Director has filed reply 
statement denying the allegations made in the complaint, it 
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is contended that the complainant wasneverpunctual in attend 
ing to the work allotted to him and on 5-4-1955, when he was 
detailed for service on the Kottayam -Neelimangalam route,he 
failed to report for duty at the appointed time and caused a 
delay of over forty minutes in the running of the service . So 
he was suspended on 5-4-55 pending enquiry into the incident. 
In the enquiry he was found guilty ofmisconduct alleged against 
him and before he could be punished after getting the per 
mission of the Tribunal, he filed this complaint. Subsequently 
on 3-11-1955 he applied for discharge and the Management was 
prepared to grant him retrenchment benefits. 

The complainant and his representative have been consist 
ently absent from 8-5-1956 , the date, the case stood posted for 
the counter statement of the opposite party . Subsequently the 
opposite party filed counter statement and the case was posted 
for evidence several times, at all of which the complainant 
absented himself even though notices were issued to his re 
presentative. Finally the case came up for hearing on 15-1-1957 . 
A notice was caused to be served on the complainant himself 
intimating him specifically that his petition will be dismissed if 
he failed to appear on that date also. Still he did not turn up 
and so he was declared exparte. The Office Manager of the 
opposite party who was present in court was examined as EW . 1. 
He has deposed that the complainant has severed all connection 
with theManagementby executing receipts (Exts . El and E2 ) 
and a letter (Ext. E3) addressed to the Managing Director. 
it is seen from Exts . El and E2 that he has received in all 
Rs. 250 in full and final settlement of his claims against the 
Management. Ext. E3 letter addressed to the Managing 
Director shows that he has no grievance against the Manage 
ment and that he does not intend to prosecute this complaint. 
I accept the evidence furnished by the Management 

and 
believe EW1 and hold that the complainant has no grievance 
against the opposite party . I find further that there is no 
industrial dispute subsisting between the parties. Awarded 
accordingly.

AWARD 
1. This Industrial Dispute has been registered on the basis 
of a complaint preferred by Sarvasri A. P. Joseph, 
K. K. Karunakaran and C. V. Podúthas all employees of the 
Manorama Theatre, Kalavoor on 15-5-56 under Section 33A of 
the I. D. Act 1947. The facts alleged in the complaint are these . 
Opposite Party No. 1 locked out Manorama Theatre on 1-12-55. 
This lock outwas during the pendency of conciliation proceedings 
before the Assistant Labour Commissioner, Alleppey in respect 
of the dispute between the employer and employees of the 
Manorama Theatre on the basis of demands put forward by the 
employees on 19-10-55. This action taken by the employer No. 1 
is a flagrant violation of section 33 clause (a ) of the I. D. Act 
1947 in having deliberately altered the service conditions of the 
complainants to their prejudice. The dispute was referred to 
the Industrial Tribunal, Trivandrum for adjudication on 4-2-56. 
In the meanwhile opposite party No. 1 tried to wean away the 
emyloyees from the Union by unfair labour practices with the 
result that all employees except the complainants put their signa 
ture in a statement dissociating themselves from the Union . 
The theatre was reopened on 14-3-56 by opposite party No. 1 
employees except the complainants were reinstated. This again 
was a violation of the provisions of section 33 of the Act in so 
far as by this the opposite parties have deprived the complain 
ants of their employment during the pendency of I. D.No. 28156 
before this Tribunal, without obtaining its express permission . 
On these grounds the complainants urged that they should be 
reinstated with back arrears or award such other reliels to 
which they are legitimately entitled. 

2. Opposite Party No. 1 filed his objections on 23-5-56. 
He contended that he is not the employer of the complainants, 
that there is no employer-employee relationship between them ; 
that he has nothing do with the alleged lock out, that he 
had not participated in any conferences convened by labour 
authorities; that he has not leased out the Manorama Theatre 
to any person , and that he has not violated any provision of law 
and that therefore this complaint should be dismissed with 
costs. Opposite party No. 2 had also raised similar contentions 
in his objection filed on 25-5-56 . His contentions were mainly 
these ; that he is neither the nominee nor the lessee of opposite 
party No. 1 ; that he has taken the theatre known as Manorama 
Theatre from G. Kumara Kurup , Girija Mandiram , Kalavoor 
under a lease deed dated 2-1-56 on a monthly rent of Rs. 459, 
that on account of inconvenience he started working the 
theatre only when the season of Cinema Exhibition was begun 
from 14-3-56, that his lease arrangement with Sri G. Kumara 
Kurup was only for a temporary period and the business was 
taken oniy as an experimental measure; that as he found that 
the business was not paying he stopped it on 13-6-56 after 
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giving notice to his lessor , that there has not been any 
Industrial Dispute between him and his workmen at any time; 
that he had no knowledge of any lock -out, that the employees 
who worked under him were taken on the definite understand 
ing that they were purely temporary hands, that he is an 
unnecessary party in this dispute and that the complaint has 
only to be dismissed in limine as against him with costs.

REVISION OF. 

ORDER R. Dis. 39655 / 56 /FIN . 
Consequent on the Reorganisation of States , which took 
effect from 1-11-1956 , a large number of Officers of the Madras 
Government have been transferred to the service of this State. 
According to the existing orders they are governed by the Tra 
velling Allowance rules of the Madras Government. Two sets 
of rules regulating Travelling Allowance are thus being followed 
at present. As it is not desirable to continue two different sets 
of Travelling Allowance rules in respect of the officers of the 
State, a unification of the rules has become necessary . 
. 

2. After a careful examination of the question, Government 
have come to the conclusion that the general rules in the Tra 
vancore Service Regulations regulating Travelling Allowance 
may be uniformly followed throughout the State and they order 
accordingly . 

3. The classification of officers and rates of Travelling 
Allowance as given in the rules of the Travancore Service Regu 
lations are based on the pre -revision scales of pay in the former 
Travancore -Cochin State. With the revision of the scales of pay 
ordered by the former Travancore-Cochin Government and the 
transfer of officers from Madras who are at present allowed the 
scales of pay obtaining in that Stale some changes are found 
necessary in rules regarding classification of Officers, rates of 
Daily Allowance , Mileage etc. The existing rules in the Travan 
core Service Regulations will therefore be modified to the extent 
indicated below : 

1. Classification of Officers. 
First class - All Officers in receipt of actual pay of Rs. 800 

and above. 
Second class- All Officers in receipt of actual pay of Rs. 300 

and above but below Rs. 800 . 
Third class - All Officers in receipt of actual pay of Rs. 125 

and above but below Rs. 300. 
Fourth class - All other Officers in superior service . 
Fifth class - All Officers in inferior service (Last class ser 

vants ) .

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JI. Mileage Allowance for Road Journeys . 
Oficers of the First class - Eight annas per mile if special

Officers of the Second class - Six annas per mile if special 
conveyance is engaged and 2 annas per mile if journey is per 
formed in public conveyance. 

Officers of the Third class - Four annas per mile if special 
conveyance is engaged and 11 annas per mile if journey is per 
formed in public conveyance. 

Officers of the Fourth class - One anna per mile subject to a 
ininimum of the Daily Allowance admissible , irrespective of the 
conveyance used . 

Officers of the Fifth class - One bus fare or one anna per mile 
whichever is lower plus one Daily Allowance admissible . 
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III. Travelling Allowance for Railway Journeys. 
Officers of the First class - One first class (or highest class of 
accommodation) Railway fare plus 12 pies per mile towards inci 
dental expenses. They may travel by air conditioned accom 
modation subject to the recovery of 3 pies per mile from their 
tr velling allowance bills. 

Officers of the Second class - One first class Railway fare 
plus 8 pies per mile towards incidental expenses. 

Officers of the Third class - One second class Railway fare 
plus 4 pies per mile towards incidental expenses. 

Officers of the Fourth class- One third class Railway fare 
plus 4 pies permile towards incidental expenses subject to the 
condition that the minimum incidental expenses will be the 
amount of Daily Allowance admissible. 

Officers of the Fifth class - One third class (or lowest 
class of accommodation) Railway fare plus one Daily Allowance 
admissible towards incidental expenses. 

IV . Travelling Allowance for Air Journeys. 
One standard plane fare plus one-fifth standard plane fare 
towards incidental expenses . The incidental expenses are 
however subject to the minimum of basic Daily Allowance 
admissible under the rules. All First Class Officers and Heads 
of Departments who draw Rs, 500 and above are authorisert to 
travel by plane. Officers belonging to the other classes should 
take prior sanction of Government for Air Journeys. 

V. Daily Allowance . 
Officers of the First Class --Rs. 10 a day..: 

Officers of the Second Class - (a ) Officers whose actual pay 
is Rs. 500 and above - Rs. 7-8-0 a day . 
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(6 ) Officers whose actual pay is below Rs. 500 - Rs. 5 a day . 
Officers of the Third Class - Rs. 3 a day . 

Officers of the Fourth Class- (a ) Officers whose actual pay 
is Rs. 80 and above - Rs. 2 a day. 

(6 ) All others - Rs. 1-8-0 a day. 
Officers of the Fifth Class - Re. 1 a day. 

For halts outside the State, First Class and Second Class 
Officers will be allowed double the ordinary rate of Daily Allow 
ance and others three times the ordinary rate . The Daily Allow 
ance of First Class Officers for balts at Delhi will continue to be 
Rs. 25 as at present. 

VI. Concessions allowed for journeys on transfor . 
The following will be the limits up to which free transport of 
personal effects will be allowed by goods train in the case of 
journeys on transfer : 
(a ) Officers whose actual pay is Rs. 500 and above 

60 maunds. 
(b) Officers whose actual pay is Rs. 125 and above but 

below Rs. 500–30 maunds. 
(c ) All other Officers - 15maunds. 
4. These orders will take effect from 1st February 1957.

further to amend the Central Excises and Salt Act, 1944 . 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Seventh Year of the 
Republic of India as follows: 

i. Short titlc.This Act may be calied the Central Excises 
and Salt (Sccond Amendment) Act, 1956 . 

2. Insertion of new scction 34.- After section 3 of the 
Central Excises and Salt Act, 1944 ( I of 1944 ) , the following 
section shall be inserted : 

" 3A. Emergency power of Central Government to in 
crcnsc dutics of cxcisc.- ( 1) If at any time, except when 
both Houses of Parliament are in session , the Central 
Government is satisfied that in respect of any excisable 
goods the duty of excise leviable thereon should be in 
creased and that circumstances exist which render it 
necessary that immediate action should be taken, the 
Central Government may, by notification in the Official 
Gazette, direct an amendment of the First Schedule to 

be made so as to provide for an increase in the duty of

Provided that such increase shall not in the aggregate 
be more than fifty per cent of the duty of excise fixed by

(2) Every such notification shall be laid before Parlia. 
ment within seven days of its reassembly after the date 
of the notification and the Central Government shall seek 
the approval of Parliament to the notification by a resolu 
tion moved within a period of fifteen days beginning with 
the day on which the notification is so laid before it; and, 
if Parliament makes any modification in the notification or 
directs that the notification should cease to have effect, 
the notification shall thereafter have effect only in such 
modified form or be of no effect, as the case may be, but 
without prejudice to the validity of anything previously 
done thereunder .

to amend the Displaced Persons (Compensation and 

Rehabilitation ) Act, 1954. 
Be it enacted by Parliament in the Seventh Year of the 
Republic of India as follows: 

1. Short title and commencement.- ( 1 ) This Act may be 
called the Displaced Persons (Compensation and Rehabilitation) 
Amendment Act, 1956.

ACT 
to amend the Road Transport Corporations Act, 1950 . 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Seventh Year of the 
Republic of India as follows: 

1 . Short title .- ( 1 ) This Act may be called the Road Trans 
port Corporations (Amendment) Act, 1956 . 

2. Insertion of new section 47A . - After section 47 of the 
Road Transport Corporations Act, 1950 (64 of 1950 ), the 
following section shall be inserted , namely : 

" 47A . Special provision for reconstitution or dissolution 
of certain Corporations.- ( 1 ) Where on account of the reorgani 
sation of States under the States Reorganisation Act, 1956, 
( 37 of 1956 ) , the whole or any part of a State in respect of 
which a Corporation was, immediately before the 1st day of 


November, 1956, functioning and operating, is transferred on 
that day to another State and by reason of such transfer, it 
appears to the State Government necessary or expedient that 
the Corporation should be reconstituted or reorganised in any 
manner whatsoever or that it should be dissolved, the State 
Government may frame a scheme for the reconstitution , re 
organisation or dissolution of the corporation including pro 
posals regarding the formation of new Corporations, the amal 
gamation of the Corporation with any other Corporation, body 
corporate or a commercial undertaking of another State 
Government, the transfer of the assets, rights and liabilities 
of the Corporation in whole or in part to any other Corpora 
tion, body corporate or a commercial undertaking of another 
State Government, and the tranfer or re-employment of any 
workmen of the Corporation, and the State Government may 
forward the scheme to the Central Government for approval. 
Explanation. For the purposernment ”,

(i) in relation to the Bombay State Road Transport 
Corporation , the Kutch State Road Transport Corporation

(ii) in relation to the PEPSU Road Transport Corpora 
tion , shall mean the Government of the State of Punjab, 
as formed under the provisions of the States Reorgani 
sation Act, 1956 . 

(2 ) On receipt of any such scheme, the Central Govern

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Seventh Year of the 
Republic of India as follows: 

1. Short title . This Act may be called the Representation 
of the People (Miscellaneous Provisions) Act, 1956 . 

2. Removal of disqualifications.- ( 1 ) Every disqualification 
for membership of Parliament or of the Legislature of a State 
incurred by any person under the Representation of the People 
Act, 1951 (43 of 1951) (hereinafter referred to as the principal 
Act) before the commencement of the Representation of the 
People (Second Amendment) Act , 1956 (27 of 1956) , for failure 
to lodge a return of election expenses as required by clause (c ) 
of section 7 of the principal Act is hereby removed . 

(2) Every disqualification for membership of Parliament 
or of the Legislature of a State or for voting at an election 
incurred by any person under the principal Act before the com 
mencement of the Representation of the People (Second Amend 
ment) Act, 1956 , for any illegal practice or for any corrupt 
practice other than the corrupt practice of bribery or undue 
influence is hereby removed . 

3. Amendment of section 7.- In section 7 of the principal 
Act, in clause (e ), for the words "any corporation in which the 
appropriate Government has any share or financial interest", 
the words and brackets " any company or corporation (other 
than a co-operative society) in the capital of which the appro 
priate Government has not less than twenty-five per cent.

THE STANDARDS OF WEIGHTS AND MEASURES ACT,1956 

(89 of 1956 ) 

AN 

ACT 
to establish standards of weights and measures based on 

the metric system 
Be it enacted by Parliament in the Seventh Year of the 
Republic of India as follows: 

1. Short title, extent and commencement.- ( 1) This Act 
may be called the Standards of Weights and Measures Act, 1956, 

(2 ) It extends to the whole of India except the State of 
Jammu and Kashmir . 

( 3 ) It shall come into force on such date , not being later 
than ten years from the passing of this Act, as the Central 
Government may, by notification in the OfficialGazette, appoint; 
and different dates may be appointed for different provisions of 
this Act or for different areas or for different classes of under 
takings or for different classes of goods. 

2. Definitions. In this Act , unless the context otherwise 
requires, 

(a ) " First General Conference of Weights and Measures" 
means the Conference Generale des poids et Mesures held 
at Paris in 1889 ; 

(b ) " International Bureau of Weights and Measures" 
means the Bureau Internationale des poids et Mesures at 
Sevres in 

(C) " kilogram " means the mass of the platinum -iridium 
cylinder deposited at the International Bureau of Weights 
and Measures and declared international proto-type of the 
kilogramme by the First General Conference of Weights 
and Measures; 

( d) "metre " means the distance, at zero degree centi. 
grade and under normal atmospheric pressure, between the 
axes of the two median lines traced on the platinum -iridium 
bar deposited at the International Bureau of Weights and 
Measures and declared international proto-type of the metre 
by the First General Conference of Weights and Measures ; 

(e) "normal atmospheric pressure" means the pressure 
exercised by 101325 newtons per square metre, a newton 
being the force which imparts to a mass of one kilogram 

an acceleration of one metre per second per second. 
3. Primary unit of length .- (1 ) The primary unit of length 
shall be a metre. 

(2 ) For the purpose of deriving the value of the metre 
the Central Government shall cause to be prepared a national 
proto -type of the metre and shall cause the same 
in termsof the international proto-type of the metre and shall

deposit the same in such custody and at such place as the 
CentralGovernment may think fit . 

4. Primary unit of mass and standard unit of weight.- ( 1) 
Primary unit of mass shall be a kilogram . 

(2 ) For the purpose of deriving the value of kilogram , 
the Central Government shall cause to be prepared a national 
proto -type of the kilogram and shall cause the same to be certi 
fied in terms of the international proto -type of kilogramme and 
shall deposit the same in such custody and at such place as the 
Central Government may think fit . 

( 3 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-section ( 1) 
of this section and section 12, the primary unit of mass for 
precious stones shall be a carat which is equal to one-five 
thousandth of one kilogram . 

( 4 ) The standard unit of weight at any place shall be the 
weight of the primary unit of mass at that place. 

5. Unit of time.- (1) The primary unit of time shall be a 
second . 

( 2 ) A second means 1 /31,556,925.975 of the length of the 
tropical year for 1900.0 , the year commencing at 12.00 hours 
universal time on the 1st day of January, 1900. 

6. Unit of electric current.- ( 1 ) The unit of electric 
shall be an ampere. 

(2 ) An ampere means that constant current which , flowing 
in two parallel straight conductors of infinite length , of negli 
gible circular cross section and placed at a distance of one metre 
from each other in vacuum , produces a force of 2 x 10-7 newtons 
per metre length between the conductors. 

7. Scale of temperature. The scale of temperature shall be 
the centigrade scale otherwise known as celsius where the 
temperature, under normal atmospheric pressure, is taken to 
be zero degree at the melting point of ice and one hundred 
degrees at the boiling point of water. 

8. Unit of luminous intensity.— (1) The unit of luminous 
intensity shall be the candela . 

(2 ) A candela means one-sixtieth part of luminous inten 
sity normally emitted by one centimetre square of integral 
radiator (black body ) at the temperature of solidification of 
platinum 

9. Primary unit of area. - The primary unit of area shall be 
the square metre. 

10. Primary unit of volume.- The primary unit of volume 
shall be the cubic metre. 

11. Unit of capacity .-- The unit of capacity shall be a litre 
which is the volume occupied by the mass of one kilogram.of 
pure air-free water at the temperature of its maximum density 
and under normal atmospheric pressure. 

12. Secondary units of mass and measures.-- The Central 
Government may, by notification Official Gazette, declare

in relation to the units of mass and measures referred to in 
sections 3 and 4 and sections 9 to 11, both inclusive, the magni 
tude and denominations of such units of mass and measures as 
it thinks fit to be the secondary units of mass and measures 
under this Act : 

Provided that every such secondary unit shall be an inte 
gral power of ten (positive or negative) of any one of such 
units. 

13. Standards of mass and measures.- ( 1) The units of 
mass and measures referred to in sections 3 and 4 and sections 
9 to 11, both inclusive, and the secondary units of mass and 
measures declared under section 12 shall be the standards of 
mass and measures . 

(2 ) No unit of mass or measure other than the units of 
mass and measures referred to in sub-section (1) shall be used 

a standard mass or measure. 
14. Continuance of certain weights and measures during 
transitional period .-- ( 1) Notwithstanding that this Act has 
come into force in respect of any area or class of goods or 
undertakings, the Central Government may, by notification in 
the Official Gazette, permit the continuance of the use, after 
such commencement, in respect of that area or class of goods 
or undertakings, of such weights and measures, in addition to 
the standards of mass and measures and for such period, not 
exceeding three years, as may be specified in the notification. 

(2) Nothing in sub -section (1 ) shall be deemed to em 
power the Central Government to issue any such notification 
in respect of any weight or measure which was not in use im 
mediately before the commencement of this Act. 

15. Sets of standards of mass and measures.- ( 1) The 
Central Government shall cause to be prepared as many sets 
as it may deem necessary of such standards of mass and mea 
sures referred to in section 13 or multiples or sub-multiples 
thereof as the CentralGovernment may consider expedient, and 
shall cause each mass and measure of such set to be authenti 
cated as having been ascertained from the primary units of 
mass or measure, as the case may be. 

(2) Th Central Government shall supply to each of the 
State Governments as many such sets as it may deem fit. 

16. Conversion of existing weights and measures into 
standard mass and measures.- ( 1) The value expressed in terms 
of any weight set forth in sub -section ( 1 ) of section 3 of the 
Standards of Weight Act, 1939 (9 of 1939) or in terms of any 
measure expressed in inches, feet, yards or miles or in gallons 
may be converted into the value expressed in terms of a stand 
ard mass or measure at the rates specified in the First Schedule. 

(2 ) The Central Government may, by notification in the 
OfficialGazette, specify the rates at which the value expressed 
in terms of any weight or measure other than those referred to 
in sub -section ( 1) may be converted into the value expressed 
in terms of a standard mass or measure. 


( 3) All references in any enactment or in any notification, 
rule or order under any enactment or in any contract, deed or 
other instruments to a value expressed in terms of any weight 
or measure other than those of a standard mass or measure 
shall be construed as references to that value expressed in 
terms of a standard massor measure, as the case may be, con 
verted thereto at the rates specified in the First Schedule or in 
the notification issued under sub -section ( 2 ) , as the case 
may be. 

(4 ) Where in any transaction the value expressed in terms 
of any weight or measure is required to be converted into that 
value expressed in terms of a standard mass or measure under 
this section , the calculation , for the purposes of such transac 
tion , shall be made in such manner as may be prescribed by 
rules. 

17. Power to make rules.- ( 1) The Central Government 
may, by notification in the Official Gazette, make rules to carry 
out the purposes of this Act. 

(2) In particular, and without prejudice to the generality 
of the foregoing power, such rules may provide for all or any 
of the following matters, namely : 

(a ) the preparation of the standards of mass and 
measures under section 15 ; 

(b ) the custody of the set of standards of mass and 
measures which are to be maintained by the Central 
Government and the periodical verification and adjustment 
thereof; 

(c ) the periodical verification and adjustment of sets of 
standards of mass and measures supplied to the State 
Governments ; 

( a ) the limits of error which may be tolerated in the 
standards of mass and measures when they are manu 
factured for being used, or are being used , in transactions 
generally , or in any class of transactions in particular ; 

(e ) the manner in which the value expressed in terms 
of 

any weight or measure other than in terms of a stand 
ard mass and measure may be converted thereto ; and 

(f) any other matter which has to be, or may be, pres 
cribed . 

( 3 ) All rules made under this Act shall be laid for not 
less than thirty days before both Houses of Parliament as soon 
as possible after they are made, and shall be subject to such 
modifications as Parliament may make during the session in 
which they are so laid or the session immediately following. 

18. Repeal.- ( 1) The Measures of Length Act , 1889 (2 of 
1889 ) and the Standards of Weight Act, 1939 (9 of 1939) are 
hereby repealed . 

( 2 ) The enactments specified in the Second Schedule shall, 
to the extent to which they contain any provision which cor 
responds to any provision of this Act, stand repealed . 
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( 3 ) If, immediately before the commencement of this Act 
or any provision thereof in respect of any area or class of 
goods or undertakings, there is in force in respect of that area 
or class of goods or undertakings, any law which corresponds 
to this Act or to any provision thereof and which is not repeal 
ed by sub-section ( 1) or sub-section ( 2) , that corresponding 
law shall stand repealed.

ACT 


to provide for the establishment and regulation of a trading 

Corporation for the purpose of carrying on and promoting 
trade and industry in the town of Faridabad , assisting 
in the rehabilitation of displaced persons settled therein 
and for matters connected therewith . 

BE it enacted by Parliament in the Seventh Year of the 
Republic of India as follows: 

CHAPTER I. 


PRELIMINARY. 
1. Short title. This Act may be called the Faridabad 
Development Corporation Act, 1956 . 

2. Definitions. - In this Act, unless the context otherwise 
requires, 

(a ) "Corporation " means the Faridabad Development 
Corporation established under section 3 ; 

(b ) " displaced person " means any person who, on 
account of the setting up of the Dominions of India and 
Pakistan or on account of civil disturbances or the fear 
of such disturbances in any area now forming part of 
Pakistan, has, after the 1st day of March, 1947. left, or 
been displaced from his place of residence in such area 
and who has been subsequently residing in India ; 

(c ) " Faridabad" means the new township at Farida 
bad in the district of Gurgaon in the State of Punjab, 
the area of which is described in the Schedule ; 

( d ) " member" means a member of the Faridabad 
Development Corporation and includes its Chairman ; 

(e ) " prescribed " means prescribed by rules made under 
this Act. 

CHAPTER II. 
ESTABLISHMENT OF THE CORPORATION . 
3. Incorporation .- (1) With effect from such date as the 
Central Government may, by notification in the Official Gazette , 
appoint in this behalf, there shall be established a Corpora 
tion by the name of the Faridabad Development Corporation . 

(2 ) The said Corporation shall be a body corporate hav . 
ing perpetual succession and a common seal, and shall by the 
said name sue and be sued. 
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4. Constitution of the Corporction . - The Corporation shall 
consist of a Chairman and such other members , being not legs 
than four and not more than eight, as the Central Government 
may, by notification in the Oficial Gazette, appoint. 

5. Term and conditions of service of members.-- (1 ) The 
term of office and conditions of service of the Chairman and 
other members shall be such as may be prescribed . 

( 2 ) The Chairman or any other member may resign his 
office by writing under his hand addressed to the Central 
Government, but he shall continue in office until the appoint 
ment of his successor is notified in the Official Gazette. 

( 3 ) A casual vacancy created by the resignation of the 
Chairman or any other member under sub-section (2) or for 
any other reason shall be filled by fresh appointment. 

6. Disqualification for being appointed , or for continuing 
as member of the Corporation. - A person shall be disqualified 
for being appointed or for continuing as a member of the 
Corporation if he has, directly or indirectly, any interest in 
a subsisting contract made with , or in any work being done 
for, the Corporation except as a shareholder (other than a 
director) in an incorporated company : 

Provided that where he is a shareholder, he shall disclose 
to the Central Government the nature and extent of shares 
held by him in such company . 

7. Temporary absence of any member . - If any member of 
the Corporation is by infirmity or otherwise rendered tempo 
rarily incapable of carrying out his duties or is absent on leave 
or otherwise in circumstances not involving the vacation of his 
appointment, the Central Government may appoint another 
person to act in his place during his absence. 

8. Vacancies amongstmembers or defect in the Constitution 
not to invalidate Acts or Proceedings of the Corporation . - No 
Act or Proceeding of the Corporation shall be invalid by reason 
only of the existence of any vacancy amongst its members or 
any defect in the constitution thereof. 

9. Committees of the Corporation. The Corporation may 
constitute such committees for general or special purposes 
as the Corporation deems necessary to carry out the purposes 
of this Act . 

10. Meetings of the Corporation .- ( 1) The Corporation 
shall meet for the transaction of business at such times and 
places as may be prescribed : 

Provided that the Chairman may, whenever he thinks 
fit , and shall, upon the written requisition of not less than two 

special meeting . 
( 2 ) The Chairman or, in his absence, any member chosch 
by the members present from among themselves, shall preside 
at a meeting of the Corporation .

(3 ) All questions which come before any meeting of the 
Corporation shall be decided by majority of votes of the 
members present, and in the case of an equality of votes, the 
Chairman, or in his absence, any other person presiding shall 
have a second or casting vote . 

11. Authentication of orders and other instruments of the 
Corporation . - All orders and decisions of the Corporation shali 
be authenticated by the signature of the Chairman or any 
and all other instruments issued by the Corporation shall be 
authenticated by the signature of the Administrator or any 
other officer of the Corporation authorised in like manner in 
this behalf. 

12. Appointment of Administrator and other officer of the 
Corporation.- ( 1) There shall be an Administrator of the 
Corporation who shall be appointed by the Central Govern 
ment. 

(2 ) The Administrator shall be the chief executive officer 
of the Corporation and all other officers of the Corporation 
shall be subordinate to him . 

(3) The Administrator shall have the right to take part 
in the discussions of the Corporation or of any of its com- 4 
mittees but shall not have the right to vote at the meetings 
of the Corporation or of any of its committees : 

Provided that when one of the members of the Corpora 
tion 

appointed under sub -section ( 1 ) as the Administrator, 
such Administrator shall have all the rights and privileges 
of a member 

(4 ) The Corporation may appoint such other officers as 
it may consider necessary for the efficient performance of its 
functions under this Act . 

CHAPTER III . 
POWERS AND FUNCTIONS OF THE CORPORATION . 
13. Genera. duty of the Corporation . - It shall be the general 
duty of the Corporation to carry on and promote trade, 
business and industry in Faridabad to assist in the rehabilita 
tion of displaced persons settled therein and to manage and 
develop the property of the Union vested in the Corporation . 

14. Powers of the Corporation.- ( 1) The Corporation may 
exercise all such powers asmay be necessary or expedient for 
the purpose of carrying out its functions under this Act. 

(2) Without prejudice to the generality of the foregoing 
provision , such power shall include the power 

(a ) to acquire and hold such property, both movable 
and immovable, as the Corporation may deem nerossary 
for efficiently performing its functions under this Act 
and to make improvements in such property and to 
transfer by way of sale lease or otherwise any such pro 
perty ; 
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or 


( b ) to carry on or promote any trade, business 
industry ; 

( c ) to give financial or other assistance to persons to 
enable them to carry on trade, business or industry in 
Faridabad primarily with a view to providing employ , 
ment to, and rehabilitating, displaced persons settled 
therein ; 

( d ) to construct or cause to be constructed residential 
or other buildings and to sell or let such buildings or 
cause them to be sold or let, on such terms as may be 
prescribed ; 

( e ) to advance loans on such terms and for such pur 
poses as may be prescribed ; 

( f) to supply or cause to be supplied , in accordance 
with the law for the time being in force, electrical energy 
for domestic and industrial purposes at reasonable rates; 

( g ) to take such other measures as the Corporation 
may deem necessary for the rehabilitation of displaced 
persons settled in Faridabad ; 

(h ) to take such steps as may be necessary for improv 
ing the economic and social conditions of the inhabitants 
of Faridabad . 

( 3 ) Nothing in this section shall affect the exercise of 
any power or the performance of any function by any local 
authority having jurisdiction in Faridabad . 

15. Capital of the Corporation. All non-recurring 
expenditure incurred by the Central Government or the body 
known as the Faridabad Development Board for and in con 
nection with the development of Faridabad or for any of 
the purposes referred to in this Act upto the date of the 
establishment of the Corporation and declared to be capital 
expenditure by the Central Government shall be treated as 
the capital provided by the Central Government to the Corpo 
ration . 

16. Grants and loans to the Corporation . — The Central 
Government may, after due appropriation made by Parliament 
by law in this behalf, make such grants and advance such 
loans to the Corporation as the Central Government may deem 
necessary for the performance of the functions of the Corpo 
ration under this Act ; and all grants made and all loans 
advanced shall be on such terms and conditions as the Central 
Government may determine. 

17. Vesting of property in the Corporation .- All property, 
assets and funds owned or acquired by the Central Government 
or purporting to have been owned or acquired by the body 
known as the Faridabad Development Board for the purposes 
of the development of Faridabad or for any of the purposes 
referred to in this Act before the establishment of the Corpo 
ration shall, on such establishment, vest in the Corporation 
unless the Central Government otherwise directs in respect 
of any part of such property, assets or funds. 
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The 
18. Repayment of capital d loan with interest. 
Corporation shall repay, at such intervals and on such terms 

the Central Government may determine, the amount of 
capital provided under section 15 and all loans advanced under 
be fixed by that Government and such repayment of capital or 
section 16 with interest at such rate as may, from time to time, 
loan or payment of interest shall be deemed to be part of the 
expenditure of the Corporation . 

19. Corporation to have rights and liabilities of the Central 
Government in certain case . ( 1) All rights, liabilities and 
obligations of the Central Government which , whether arising 
out of any contract or otherwise were acquired or incurred 
by it in connection with any transaction for the development 
of Faridabad or for any of the purposes referred to in this 
Act before the establishment of the Corporation, shall be 
deemed to have been acquired or incurred by the Corporation 
and shall be the rights, liabilities and obligations, respectively, 
of the Corporation 

(2 ) All suits or other legal proceedings instituted or which 
might but for the issue of the notification under sub-section 
( 1 ) of section 3 have been instituted by or against the Central 
Government may be continued or instituted by or against the 
Corporation . 

20. Fund of the Corporation . (1) The Corporation shall 
have its own Fund and all receipts of the Corporation 
shall be carried thereto and all payments by the Corporation 
shall be made therefrom . 

( 2 ) All moneys belonding to the Fund shall be deposited 
in such bank or invested in such manner as may be decided 
by the Corporation . 

21. Provision for depreciation and reserve and other funds. 
( 1) The Corporation shall make such provision for depre 
ciation and for reserve and other funds as the Central Govern 
ment may from time to time direct. 

( 2 ) The management of these funds, the sums to be carried 
from time to time to the credit thereof and the application 
of the moneys comprised therein shall be determined in accord 
ance with such directions as the Central Government may from 
time to time issue. 

22. Power of the Corporation to spend. The Corporation 
shall have power to spend such sums as it thinks fit for per 
forming its functions under this Act, and such sums shall be 
treated as expenditure payable out of the Fund of the Cor 
poration . 

23. Budget. The Corporation shall prepare, in such form 
and at such time each year as may be prescribed , a budget in 
respect of every financial year next ensuing showing the esti: 
mated receipts and expenditure, and copies thereof shall be 
forwarded to the Central Government. 
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24. Annual report. The Corporation shall prepare in such 
form and at such time each year as may be prescribed an 
annual report giving a true and full account of its activities 
during the previous - financial year and copies thereof shall 
be sent to the Central Government and the Government of 
the State of Punjab . 

25. Accounts and audit. ( 1 ) The Corporation shall cause 
to be maintained such books of account and other books in re 
lation to its accounts in such form and in such manner as 
may be prescribed . 

(2 ) The accounts of the Corporation shall be audited at 
such times and in such manner as may be prescribed . 

26. Amount due to the Corporation to be first charge. (1 ) 
Notwithstanding anything contained in any other law , where 
a loan has been advanced to any person for the construction 
of a building or where a building has been transferred to any 
person, the amount due to the Corporation on account of the 
loan or transfer together with interest thereon shall be a 
first charge on the building so constructed or transferred . 

(2 ) The Corporation may also take such further security 
as it may consider necessary for advancing any loan or for 
transferring any building. 

CHAPTER V. 

MISCELLANEOUS 
27. Direction . For the purposes of this Act, the Central 
Government may, from time to time, give to the Corporation 
such general or special directions as the Central Government 
thinks fit and in the performance of the functions, the Corpo 
ration shall comply with such directions. 
28. 

and reports. - The Corporation shall furnish to 
the Central Government such returns, statistics, accounts and 
other information with respect to its property or activities 
as the Central Government may from time to time require . 

29. Mode of recovery of moneys due to the Corporation. 
When any money is due to the Corporation from any person, 
then , without prejudice to any other mode of recovery . the 
Corporation may, after giving that person an opportunity 
of being heard , issue a certificate to the Collector of the amount 
due and the Collector shall proceed to recover that amount 
in the samemanner as an arrear of land revenue.

30. Delegation of powers. - The Corporation may, 
general or special order in writing, delegate to the Chairman 
or any other member or any officer of the Corporation , subject 
to such conditions and limitations ( if any) as may be speci 
fied in the order, such of its powers and duties under this 
Act as it may deem necessary for the efficient running of the 
day-to - day administration of the Corporation. 


Returns 
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31. Members and officers of the Corporation to be public 
servants. - All members and officers of the Corporation shall 
when acting or purporting to act in pursuance of any of the 
provisions of this Act, be deemed to be public servants within 
the meaning of section 21 of the Indian Penal Code (45 of 
1860 ) . 

32. Removal of disqualification for membership of Parlia 
ment. It is hereby declared that the office of the member of 
the Corporation shall not disqualify its holder for being 
chosen as, or for being , a member of either House of Parlia . 
ment. 

33. Bar of legal proceedings.- No suit or other legal pro 
ceedings shall lie against any member or officer of the Corpo 
ration in respect of anything which is in good faith done or 
intended to be done in pursuance of this Act. 

34. Validation of certain transactions. - On the establish 
ment of the Corporation under section 3 , 

(a ) all action purporting to have been taken , and all 
transactions purporting to have been made, by or with 
the body known as the Faridabad Development 

Board 
( including any action or transaction by which any pro 
perty, asset or right was purported to have been acquired 
or any liability or obligation , whether by contract or 
otherwise, was purported to have been incurred ) shall 
be deemed to have been validly and lawfully 
made by or with the Corporation as if this Act were in 
force and the Corporation were in existence on the day 
on which such action was taken or transaction was made; 
and 

( b ) in particular, and without prejudice to the gene. 
rality of the foregoing provision 

(i) all property and assets vesting in the body known 
as the Faridabad Development Board shall vest in the 
Corporation ; 

(ii) all rights, liabilities and obligations of the body 
known as the Faridabad Development Board, whether 
arising out of any contract or otherwise, shall be the 
rights, liabilities and obligations, respectively, of the 

and 
(iii ) all leases granted by , all contracts made with , 
and all instruments executed on behalf of the body 
known as the Faridabad Development Board shall be 
deemed to have been granted by, made with , or execut 
ed on behalf of, the Corporation and shall have effect 

accordingly. 
35. Power to remove difficulties. — If any doubt or difficulty 
arises in giving effect to the provisions of this Act, the Central 
Government may, by order, make such provision or give such 
direction , not inconsistent with the provisions of this Act, as

further to amend the Administration of Evacuee Property 

Act, 1950. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Seventh Year of the 
Republic of India as follows : 

1. Short title and commencement.-- (1 ) This Act may be 
called the Administration of Evacuee Property (Amendment ) 
Act 1956 . 

( 2 ) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 
twenty-second day of October, 1956. 

2. Amendment of section 6.- In section 6 of the Adminis 
tration of Evacuee Property Act, 1950 (31 of 1950) , ( herein 
after referred to as the principal Act) , - 

(a ) for sub-section ( 1), the following sub -section shall 
be substituted, namely: 

" ( 1) The Central Government may, by notification in 
the Official Gazette, appoint for any State a Custodian 
and as many Additional, Deputyor Assistant Custo 
dians of Evacuee Property as may be necessary for the 
purpose of discharging the duties imposed on the 
Custodian by or under this Act , and the same person 
may be appointed as the Custodian , or as the case may 
be, Additional, Deputy or Assistant Custodian of Eva 
cuee Property for two or more States." ; 
(b ) in sub-section (3 ), 

( i) for the words " State Government" , the words 
" Central Government" shall be substituted ; 

( ii) the following proviso shall be inserted at the end , 
namely : 

" Provided that nothing in this sub-section shall be 
deemed to empower the Custodian to question any 
order made by an Additional, Deputy or Assistant

Provided that where the application is rejected on the 
ground that the evacuee property is not the property 
of the applicant, the rejection of the application shall 
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not prejudice the right of the applicant to establish his 
title to the property in 

civil court, or 
(c) if there is any doubt with respect to the title of 
the applicant to the property, refer him to a civil court for 
the determination of his title : 

Provided that no order for the restoration of any 
evacuee property shall be made under this sub- section 
unless provision has been made in the prescribed 

the 
mánner for the recovery of any amount due to 
Custodian in respect of the property or the management 
thereof." . 
7. Amendment of section 24. - In section 24 of the prin 
cipal Act for sub-section ( 1 ), the following sub-section shall 
be substituted, namely :

further to amend the Territorial Army Act, 1948. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Seventh Year of the 
Republic of India as follows: 

1. Short title . This Act may be called the Territorial Army 
(Amendment) Act, 1956 . 

2. Amendment of section 2.- In section 2 of the Territorial 
Army Act, 1948 (56 of 1948 ) (hereinafter referred to as the 
principal Act), after clause (a), the following clause shall be 
inserted , namely : 

(da) " public utility service" means any undertaking 
which supplies power, light, gas or water to the public, or 
carries on a public transport or maintains any system of 
public conservancy or sanitation and which is declared , 
by notification in the Official Gazette, by the Central 
Government to be a public utility service to which this Act 
applies : 

Provided that no such notification shall be issued unless 
the Central Government is satisfied that, having regard 
to the needs of the Territorial Army, the persons cm 
ployed in any such public utility service should in the 
public interest, be made compulsorily liable for service in 

that Army under this Act. . * 
3. Insertion of new section 6A . - After section 6 of the 
principal Act, the following section shall be inserted, namely : 

"GA . Liability of certain persons for compulsory ser 
vice in the Territorial Army -- (1) Without prejudice to 
the provision contained in section 6 , every person 
ployed under the Government or in a public utility service 
who has attained the age of twenty years but has not 
completed the age of forty years shall, subject to the other 
provisions contained in this section and subject to such 
rules as may be made in this behalf, be liable, when go re 
quired to do, to perform service in the Territorial Army. 

(2) Where it appears to the prescribed authority that, 
having regard to the strength of the Territorial Army or 
of any unit thereof in any area or place or, having regard 
to the exigencies of service in the Territorial Army, it is 
necessary that persons compulsorily liable to perform ser 
vice in the Territorial Army under sub -section (1 ) should 
be called upon for such service, the prescribed authority 
may call upon such number of persons as he thinks fit 
for the purpose of performing service in the Territorial 
Army. 
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(3 ) In requisitioning the services of any persons under 
sub-section (2 ), the prescribed authority shall have regard 
to the age, physical fitness, qualifications and experience 
of the persons to be called upon for service and the nature 
of the work previously performed by them while employed 
under the Government or in the public utility service, and 
the work to be performed by them in the Territorial Army. 

(4 ) Every person liable to perform service under sub 
section (1) shall, if so required by the prescribed autho 
rity, be bound to fill up such forms as may be prescribed 
within such time as may be specified in the requisition . 

(5 ) The prescribed authority may require any person in 
charge of the management of a public utility service to 
furnish within such time as may be specified in the 
quisition such particulars as may be prescribed with res 
pect to persons employed under him , who may be liable 
to perform service under sub-section ( 1 ). 

(6 ) Any person whose services are requisitioned under 
this section may be required to join the Territorial Army 
as an officer or as an enrolled person according to the rules 
made in this behalf by the CentralGovernment, and where 
any person has so joined the Territorial Army, he shall 
be entitled to the samerights and privileges and be subject 
to the same liabilities as an officer or enrolled person 

under the provisions of this Act. 
Explanation. For the purposes of this section, the expres 
sion person employed under the Government or in a public 
utility service" shall not include 

(a ) a woman ; 

(b ) a member of the regular Army, the Navy or the 
Air Force or a member of any Reserve Force ; 

(c ) a person who is not a citizen of India ; 

(d ) a person employed under the Government in any 
country or place outside India for so long as he is so em 
ployed ; and 

(e ) any other persons as may be exempted from the 
operation of this Act by the Central Government, by noti 
fication in the Official Gazette, on the ground that, having 
regard to the nature of the service performed by such 
persons or to the exigencies of the service in which they 
are employed , it is, in the opinion of the Central Govern 
ment, expedient in the public interest that they should 

not be liable to perform service under this Act. 
4. Insertion of new section 10A . - After section 10 of the 
principal Act, the following section shall be inserted, namely : 

" 10A . Punishment for failure to lodge forms duly filled 
up , etc. - If any person fails without sufficient cause 

(a ) to comply with any requisition under sub-section 
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(4 ) or sub-section (5) of section 6A, or 

(b ) to report himself for service when so required to 
do by the prescribed authority under sub -section (2 ) of 
that section , or 

(c ) to submit himself to medical or other examination 
when so called upon to do by the prescribed authority 

under rules made under this Act, 
he shall be punishable with imprisonment which may extend 
to three months, or with fine which may extend to two 
hundred rupees, or with both." .

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Seventh Year of the Re 
public of India as follows : 

1.- Short title, extent and commencement.- (1) This - Act 
may be called the Young Persons (Harmful Publications) Act, 
1956. 

(2 ) It extends to the whole of India except the State of 
Jammu and Kashmir . 

(3 ) It shall come into force on such date as the Central 
Governmentmay, by notification in the Official Gazette, appoint. 
2. Difinitions. In this Act, 

(a ) " harmful publication " means any bock , magazine, 
pamphlet, leaflet, newspaper or other like publication 
which consists of stories told ,with the aid of pictures or 
without the aid of pictures or wholly in pictures , being 
stories portraying wholly or mainly 

(i) the commission of offences; or 
(ii ) acts of violence or cruelty; or 
( iii) incidents of a repulsive or horrible nature ; 
in such a way that the publication as a whole would tend 
to corrupt a young person into whose hands it might 
fall, whether by inciting or encouraging him to commit 
offences or acts of violence or cruelty or in any other 
manner whatsoever ; 

(b ) "State Government" in relation to a Union terri 
tory , means the administrator thereof; 

(c) " young person ” means a person under the age of 
twenty years. 
3. Penalty for sale, etc., of harmful publications.- ( 1) If 

(a ) sells, lets to hire, distributes, publicly exhibits or 
in any manner puts into circulation, any harmful publica 
tion , or 

(b ) for purposes of sale, hire, distribution, public exhi 
bition or circulation , prints, makes or produces or has in his 
possession any harmful publication , or 

( c ) advertises or makes known by any means whatso 
ever that any harmful publication can be procured from 

or through any person , 
he shall be punishable with imprisonment which may extend 
to six months, or with fine, or with both . 
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( 2 ) On a conviction under this section , the court may 
order the destruction of all the copies of the harmful publica 
tion in respect of which the conviction was had and which are 
in the custody of the court or remain in the possession or 
power of the person convicted. 

4. Power of Government to declare harmful publications 
forfeited.- ( 1) The State Government may , if it is of opinion 
after consultation with the principal law officer of the State, 
whether called the Advocate-General or by any other name, 
that any publication is a harmful publication, declare, by order 
notified in the Official Gazette, that every copy of such publi 
cation shall be forfeited to the Government and every such 
notification shall state the ground for the order. 

( 2) Without prejudice to the provisions contained in sub 
section (1) of section 6, where there an order of forfeiture 
under sub -section (1 ) in respect of any publication it shall be 
lawful for any police officer to seize the same wherever found 
in the territories to which this Act extends. 

5. Appeal to High Court against order of forfeiture.-- Any 
person aggrieved by an order of forfeiture passed by the State 
Government under section 4 may, within sixty days of the 
date of such order , apply to the High Court to set aside such 
order, and upon such application the High Court may pass 
such order as it deems fit . 

6. Power to seize and destroy harmful publications.- (1) 
Any Police officer or any other officer empowered in this 
behalf by the State Government may seize any harmful public 
cation 

(2 ) Any magistrate of the first class may, by warrant, 
authorise any police officer not below the rank of sub-inspector 
to enter and search any place where any stock of harmful pub 
lications may be or may be reasonably suspected to be, and 
such police officer may seize any publication found in such 
place if in his opinion it is a harmful publication . 

( 3 ) Any publication seized under sub -section (1 ) shall be 
produced , as soon as may be, before a magistrate of the first 
class, and any publication seized under sub -section (2 ) shall be 
produced , as soon as may be, before the court which issued 
the warrant. 

(4 ) If in the opinion of the magistrate or court such 
publication is a harmful publication , the magistrate or court 
may cause it to be destroyed, but if, in the opinion of the 
magistrate or court, such publication is not a harmful publi 
cation , the magistrate or court shall dispose of it in themanner 
provided in sections 523, 524 and 525 of the Code of Criminal 
Procedure , 1898 (5 of 1898 ). 

7. Offences under this Act to be cognizable. - Notwith 
standing anything contained in the Code of Criminal Proce 
dure, 1898 (5 of 1898 ), any offence punishable under this Act 
shall be cognizable.

1. No place within the Panchayat area shall be used for any one or more of the 
purposes mentioned in the table of license fees appended , without a license from 
the Executive Authority of the Panchayat ormember or officer authorised by him . 

2. Applications for licenses shall be made in writing to the Executive Authority 
or member or officer authorised by him in the prescribed printed form , which can 
be had at the Panchayatoffice on payment of two annas each , along with the license 
fee prescribed for, as per the table of license fees annexed. 
3. Every licensee shall observe the following directions : 

i. He shall at the close of every working day cause the place to be cleaned . 

11. He shall at the same time cover all refuse, fragments of animals or other 
matter which have fallen or been deposited upon any part of the place or premises 
to be collected and placed in a suitable receptacle to the satisfaction of the Executive 
Authority or member or officer authorised by him . 

The licensee shall cause every part of the internal surface of the walls of any 
building and every floor and pavement upon the said premises to be kept at all time 
in good order and repair so as to prevent the absorption therein of any liquid , filth 
or refuse or any noxious or injurious matter which may be splashed ormay fable 
therein . 

5. The licensee shall cause every drain ormeans of drainage upon or in connec 
tion with the said premises to be maintained at all times in good order or repair. 

6. No person suffering from eruption ofskin of any sort or affected with leprosy 
or open sore shall be employed on any premises used for the trade. 

7. The licensee shall put a sign-board containing his name together with the 
No, and purpose of the license, in a conspicuous part of the place in respect ofwhich 
the license is granted. 

8. A breach of any of these bye-laws shall be punishable with a fine which may 
extend to fifteen rupees and in case of a continuing breach with fine which may 
extend to five rupees for every day during which the breach continues after con 
viction for the first breach .

1. No person shall, without the written permission of the Executive Authority 
or otherwise than in conformity with such written permission slaughter, cut up 
or skin or permit to be slaughtered, cut up or skinned, any cattle, buffalo, sheep, 
goat or pig in any place within the Panchayat are other than a public or private 
slaughter house provided by the Panchayat. 

1. The Executive Authority may allow any animal to be slaughtered in such 
places other than temples within the Panchayat area as he thinks it on occasions 
of festivals and ceremonies or as a special measure. 

3. No person shall without a license from the Executive Authority or otherwise 
than in conformity with such license slaughter or permit to be slaughtered within 
the Panchayat arca any cattle, buffalo, goat or pig for purposes of sale to the public. 

* 4. The Executive Authority may authorise any person to slaughter without a 
license and without the payment of any fee any animal for the purpose of a religious 
ceremony in a place other than a temple or its precincts. 

. License fee for butchers shall be Re. I annually. 
6. No person shall be allowed to bring any cattle, sheep, goat, buffalo or pig 
in the Slaughter House withoutthe payment ofan admission fee ofannas eight (As,8) 
per bullock , cow , or buffalo and annas four (As. 4) for a sheep, goat or pig. 

7. The Panchayatmay farm out a public Slaughter House as a whole for a period 
not exceeding one year to the highest bidder subject to the following condition : 

The rent or fee due shall be payable in advance for the whole term and when 
let on the monthly payment system onemonth s rent shall always be deposited in 
advance as earnest money and the rent for every month shall be paid in the Panchayat 
office before the 15th of thatmonth , in default of which the contract and the original 
deposit shall be liable to be forfeited and the lessec shall be responsible for any loss 
which may be sustained by the resale by public auction or by private contract. All 
amountsdue from the lessee shall be recoverable under theprovisions of the Revenue 
Recovery Act .

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8. The fees prescribed shall be paid at the entrance of the Slaughter Houte to 
the officer appointed by the Executive Authority or to the lessee or his authorised 
agent for the purpose and a receipt obtained from him . 
" 9. The butchers and their agents shall register their names with the Executiva 
Authority from time to time. 

10. Every applicant to slaughter animals shall produce before the Executive 
Authority a certificate of health from a registered medical practitioner along with 
his applications. 

11. The license shall be granted on payment of the annual fee prescribed for 
the purpose. 

12. Every application for a license to open a private Slaughter House shall be 
in the form annexed hereto and shall be accompanied by the opinion of the Public 
Health Officer of theDepartment as to the fitnessof the place for use as a Slaughter 
House and a plan in duplicate of such place showing clearly the several portions 
thereofproposed to be used as slaughtering yard, skinning place and arriving room , etc. 

13. License shall be granted on payment of the prescribed fee, shall specify the 
name of the holder and shall not be transferable. 

14. Every public or private Slaughter House shall be situated in open ground 
at a distance of not less than 300 feet from the nearest human habitation or well or 
other source of domestic water supply and 100 feet from any public road . 

15. Slaughtering of animals shall be permitted only during day time between 
6 to 11 a.m. and 2 to 6 p.m. 

16. No sale ofmeat shall be permitted in any public or private Slaughter House , 
but offal and skins may be sold in such places as may be assigned therein for such 
purposes from 10 to 11 a.m. and 2 to 6 p.m.

Public MARKETS. 
The market shall be open to all persons without distinction 
of caste or creed . 

2. The market shall be open from sunrise to sunset on such 
days of the week as may be notified in the Gazette by the Director 
of Local Bodies . 

3. The Panchayat may form the market as a whole or in parts 
for a period not exceeding one year to the highest bidder subject to 
the following conditions: 

(a) The stalls shall be leased or let outby auction to the highest 
bidder for a period not exceeding oneyear as the Panchayat may from 
time to time resolve upon, by the Executive Authority or any one 
authorised by him in this behalf. 

(b) The Executive Authority or the officer authorised by him 
may also lease or let for trade sites or standings within the market 
premises by auction to the highest bidder . 

(c) Open spaces will be left for the sale of petty articles to 
the extent the ground would permit . 

(d) The rent or fee due shall be payable in advance for the 
whole term , and when let on themonthly payment system onemonth s 
rent shall always be deposited in advance as earnest money and 
the rent for every month shall be paid in the Panchayat Office before 
the 15th of that month , in default of which the license and the original 
deposit shallbe liable to be forfeited and the stalls, sites or standings 
shall be resold, and the licensee shall be held responsible for any loss 
which may be sustained by the resale by public auction or by private 
contract. The licensee shall also be liable to be evicted. All amounts 
due from the licensee shall be recoverable under the provisions of the 
Revenue Recovery Act 

4. All articles brought into the market for sale in open space 
reserved for sale of petty articles by casual vendors shall be charged 
with an admission fee according to the rates prescribed in the 
schedule below . 

The fees prescribed in the schedule below shall be paid at the 
entrance of the market to the Officer appointed by the Executive 
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Authority or to the lessee or his authorised agent for the purpose 
and a receipt obtained from him . 

5. Any person found carrying on sale within the market premises 
withouta license under bye-law 3 or receipt under bye-law 4 shall be 
summarily rejected . 

6. All articles brouglrt into the market shall be sold or exposed 
for sale in stalls, shops, standings or other places set apart by the 
Executive Authority from timeto time for the purpose of selling 
such articles . 

7. Any person guilty of a breach of any of these bye-laws and 
conditions of his license shall be liable to have his license suspended 
or withdrawn at the discretion of the Executive Authority and to be 
evicted from the market under the direction of the Executive 
Authority or Officer authorised by him . 

8. Every tenant of a stall, shop or standing who shall employ 
another person to carry on his business at such stall, shop or standing 
on his behalf and as his agent shall register with the Executive Autho 
rity and from time to time keep so registered the name of every 
employee who may be for the time being deputed to act for him as 
aforesaid . 

9. A tenant or occupier of a stall or holding shall on demand 
by the Executive Authority remove outside the market precincts o 
to such place as the Executive Authority may direct any hamper, 
box, barrel or other receptacle which he has so disposed as in the 
opinion of the Executive Authority to obstruct the 

public way or 
over crowd the stall or interfere with due ventilation . 

10. No putrid or unwholesome article of consumption shall be 
allowed to be exposed or sold in the market. The Executive 
Authority shall under such general orders as the Panchayat may 
from time to timepass, be at liberty to summarily removeor destroy 
all such articles and the lessee or the owner shall have no claim for 


compensation for any loss arising therefrom . 

11. No article, the storing or sale of which shall not be done 
without a license either from the Panchayat or from the Government 
shall be brought into themarket for sale without such license. 

12. Articles prohibited to be sold shall not be brought into the 
market. 

13. No person shall assign or sub-let or otherwise part with 
possession of any stall or shop or standing to another 

14. No person resorting to the market shall spoil or make the 
place dirty or insanitary . 

15. Any person resorting to the market as a buyer or seller or 
as a cooly shall always comply with all lawful directions of the Exe 
cutive Authority and other officers authorised by him . 

16. The Executive Authority or servants of Panchayat may 
expel from the premises any person who is found there drunk or 
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begging or loitering or who misconducts himself or is a lunatic or 
who in any way infringes any of these bye-laws and may prevent 
such person from further carrying on any trade or business in the 
market or occupying any building, shop, stall or standing therein , 
if he is a tenant, occupier or vendor , or an agent or servant of any of 
these persons . 

17. Servants employed by the Panchayat in the Public market 
are forbidden to ask for or receive any gratuity in money or otherwise. 

PRIVATE MARKET. 
18. The license fee for a private market shall be regulated by the 
Area covered by the market as shown in the schedule annexed. 

19. A license may be granted for the use of any private place as 
a market or shop for sale of animals, meat or fish or as a market for 
sale of fruit or vegetables : 

(1) When the proposal to use the place for the said purpose 
having been notified to the public at least 2 days and all written ob 
jections thereto by persons resident within 50 yards of the site having 
been duly considered , the Panchayat approve of the proposal and the 
site; 

(ti) When there is no privy, latrine, urinal,dust -bin, burning 
ground or rubbish or nightsoil depot within 50 feet of the proposed 
site; 

(uit) When there is no similar market within one mile of the 
proposed site ; 

(iv) When previous approval is obtained for the proposal from 
the Director of Local Bodies. 

20. A license may be granted for the use of a private place as a 
market or shop for meat or fish or as a market for the sale of fruit or 
vegetables only on the following conditions: 

(1) That the licensee keeps on the premises such supply of 
water and such movable receptacles for refuse, and such buckets , 
shovels, brooms and other implements for cleaning purposes and for 
use in case of fire as the Panchayat from time to time prescribe 
and that hemaintains the samealways clean and in good repair ; 

(11) That the licensee causes the floor or pavements and 
furniture of his market or shop to be thoroughly washed down and 
blood, rubbish and garbage to be removed from the premises within 
two hours of the close of each day s business ; 

(iii) That the licensee of a market employs or keeps on duty 
at such market for so long as it is open to the public so many peons as 
may be prescribed by the Panchayat in the license for the purpose of 
maintaining order and preventing nuisances or obstructions in the 
market or in the approaches thereto ; 

(iv) That the licensee of amarket charges for the use of the 
market nothing more than the maximum fees fixed for a public 


market ; 
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(v ) That the licensee shall use the market for the sale of only 
such articles for which the license is granted and that no part of 
the market shall be used for any purpose other than that specified in 
the license ; 

(vi) That the licensee shall put up notice boards specifying 
the articles for the sale of which the various stalls or shops are set 
apart and used ; 

(vii) That the licensee shall at all reasonable hours give the 
Executive Authority or any employee deputed by him in this behalf 
free access to all parts of such shops and every facility for inspecting 
the same; 

( viii) That the licensee shall abide by the provisions ofbye-laws 
and Rules 17 to 27 and 31 of the Panchayat Markets Rules 1954 as 
if his market was a public market. 

21. A license issued may be suspended or withdrawn at the 
discretion of the Panchayat whenever any of the above conditions are 
broken .
